Notwithstanding the provisions
of Article 1X, Section 14.03, Transfers — Capital Budget, of this Act, and to maximize
the use of Federal Funds and fulfill grant requirements for receipt and expenditure of
Federal Funds, the Texas Military Department (TMD) is provided capital budget
authority when Federal Funds are received in excess of the amounts identified in the
agency’s capital budget rider and when the Federal Funds are provided for the sole
purposes of construction and repairs or purchase of specific capital budget items.
TMD shall notify the Legislative Budget Board and the Governor of the amount
received and the items to be purchased as approved by the Federal agency, The
expenditure of funds pursuant to this rider shall not create ongoing operating costs.
